dat least one day in the schools. We would 
respectfully report that Monday, Wed- 
nesday and Thureday, of last week, was spent in 
visiting the schools under the charge of your 
Board. 

The first school visited was the one in the Ex- 
change building. Here we found what we bad 
ex pected—poor accommodations, The pupils are 
seated on settees 20 high that yery few could rest 
their feet on the floor. 

This building should be furnished with one bun- 
dred doutle seats with desks for primary children. 
With such accomodations the pupils in that 
part of the city would do very well. The rooms 
are large and well lighted and ventilated. Your 
Saperintendent has only placed the pupils of the 
three lowest yrades in that building. 

The Cheisea schools we found much better or- 

pized than we had been led to expect, from the 
factihat they had been organized but » month. The 
teachers selected for the school seem well ‘adapted | 
to the piace to which they have been appointed, 
and we must congratulate the Board for the action 
of their committee, and Superintendent in so judi- 
cious a selection, ‘The house is yery wel! adapted to 
the wants of the schools in that portion of the city. 
To complete the proposed furnishing of the schoo] 
rooms will require about seventy double desks for 
the primary departibent,aud tables for the teachers. 

The schools on Alabama street we found in most 
excellent condition. The grading and classifica. 
tion is, we think, the best inthe city. The organi- 
zation seems to be the work of experienced teach- 
ers and a judicious supervision. Order, regularity 
and system prevailed to adegree high.y com pli- 
mentary to those who govern and direct the schoo! 
in all ite grades, Lhe rooms are well furnished 
with good and substantial furniture. A high order 
of executive ability evidently exists in the Ala- 
bama atreet school. 

We find the lot uninclosed, except a little og 
the street in front of the buildiag. As s00n as the’ 
condition Of the Treasury will admit, good fence 
should be placed arotud the lot. 

At the Linden street school everything seemed 
in very good order, and the teachess generally 
doing good work. The lot should be fteuced in, 
by putting «a good substential fence on Linden 
Street; xiso on the alie on the south 
side. The tot is low, and when any rain 
falls becomes very muddy. There isplenty 
of earth on the lot to; grade it, and thus 
make it ihe most desirable lot now owned by the 
School Board. We.would eali attention to the 
necessity of a coat of paint for both the Alabama 
and Lindeu street schoo!-houses—-not enly for.im- 
proving the appearance of the buildings, bat as a 
matter of ecouemy. 

The schools on Adams street (exclusively boys’) 

are in rooms far foosmal!. The rooms are about 
‘twenty -eight feet, and are so much 
crowded with the seats that there is no room for 
the class to stand, nud be under the eye of the 
poet go room has about fifty pupils. These 
are graded from fifth to the first, We found no 
high school scholars in sobool No. 1, except
